1. Children have some inalienable 
rights. ‘I'bey are entitled to such op- 
portunities and privileges as will enable 
them to grow up into wise, virtuous and 
useful men and women. 

2. Jails, penitentiaries and houses of 
correction are more expensive to the 
State than schools, shups and factories. 
3. Laban was an oppressor of his poor 
relations. His spirit is still rife in the 
earth. But every form of labanism is a 
wrong, & Crime, a sin ; and the cupidity 
of labanites ought to be restrained, by 
public opinion, and by law. 

4. Our laws permit rude parents to 
exercise cruelty towards their own off- 
spring ; they permit young men to marry 
widows in order to enslave their chils 
dren ; and they afford inadequate pro. 
tection to poor apprentices, aud even to 
wealthy wards. 

5. A prosperous father may die at any 
moment, and leave his children a prey 
to the prevailing madness for money, 
politely termed “demand for labor,” and 
labanism may hold them in oppressive, 
but unmolested, servitude. 

6. The Orphan Asylum at Oxlord, es- 
tablished by the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, feeds, clothes and teaches in- 
digent orphans between the ages of 
thirteen. It receives those whose parents 
are both dead, and those whose fathers 
are dead and whose mothers are helpless. 
The management of the Institution is 
not political, nor sectarian. 

7. As indigent orphans do not read 
the papers, they are dependent on their 
frieods to intorm them how they may 

enjoy the bencfits of this benevolent In- 
stitution. They will be received by the 
Principal, Rev. A.D. Cohen, resident 
on the premises, or transportation will 

be furnished and the orphans promptly 

and sately forwarded by J. H. Mills, of 

Raleigh. The same parties will also 


doing, are willing to make.”

ROBERT E. LEE. 


A_ Review of Gen. Pendleton’s Lece 
ture—His Friend and Comrade 
Tells of the Great Chief, 

Gen. Pendleton, Chief of Artillery 
of the Confederate States Army and a 
warm personal friend of Gen. R. E, 
Lee, who 1s pow enyaged in traveling 
throvgh the Southern States in behalf 
of the Lee Church at Lexington, Va., is 
delivering his lecture upon the great 
chief at various points in the South. 
It will be remembered that he was pre- 
vented from delivering it in Raleigh by 
luclement weather. The Mobile Rega 
iter, of the 15th inst., gives the tollow- 
ing interesting sketci of the lecture: 
“It would be unjust to Gen. Pendleton 
aod to his great theme to attempt to re- 
cord with detail his interesting lecture 
before the Farnklin Society last night, 
in the time and in the limits the hour 
allows. We can barely give a brief out- 
line—the thread, as it were, upon which 
the pearls of reminiscence and of morals 
were strung. Commencing with those 
early days when he was the chosen com- 
panion of Lee at West Point, Gen. Pens 
dieton paid high tribute to those qual- 
ities, both of head and heart, which 
were later so wondrously developed. 
Passing to the Mexican war, he showed 
by examples therein their high and 
most practicsl developments; il.ustra- 
ting by two anecdotes of the young 
Captain of Engineers. One of these 
gave him credit tor the great results of 
Cerro Gordo, where alone he reconnoi- 
tered the field the night before, and 
gained information that opened success- 
fully that “Way of Death;” the other 
when through a blinding storm at dead 
of night the young engineer made the 
perilous passage of the Pedregar and 
carried an army to the front of Contre- 
ars. Passing rapidly over the long in- 
terval, Gen. Pendleton feelingly des- 
cribed those days when he first met the 
now Col. Lee, come to offer his sword 
and bis honor to his native State. He des- 
cribed at length the great efforts made 
by Mr. Linccla and Montgomery Blair, 
andthe glittering future io command 
of the United States troops, by them 
offered to induce the Virginion to prove 
recreant to his own unconquerable sense 
of duty and of truth. How these efforts 
proved fruitless, we a!l know ; the where- 
lore General Pendleton explained. Next 
we had a glimpse of Lee’s style of grasp. 
ing and of utilizing the small means at 
his command ; we followed him through 
the red fields around Richmond, Fred- 
ericksburg, Antietam—on the Gettys- 
burg. Wesorrowed afresh for the loss 
af the immortal Jackson, and keenly 
felt his want upon that fatal day when 
the great chance of Southern liberty 


faded from the sight of a hopeful 
nation behind the dark and low- 
ering clouds of the last battle. — 


General Pendleton here gave briet but 
forcible arraignment of James Long- 
street, that tireless fighter and proven 
hard-hitter, to whose delay he attribu- 
ted that lost opportunity. Gen. Pen- 
dleton stated that to personal 
knowledge, derived trom Gen. Lee’s 
own lips,Longstreet had the night before 
received trom Gen. Lee in person orders 
toaivance at the dawn ofthe next

his side, and sat upon his borse useless 
and inactive untill 4 o’clock, P. M. 
Then, the @ead of column 
did goin, the prodigies of valor they 
performed were futile against the now 
massed aud concentrated enemy. And 
still Robert E. Lee (Gen. Pendleton said) 
refused to lay the blame upon the shoul- 
ders of the man who had tought so often 
and so well for bim. Passing rapidly 
through the darkening scenes of the] 
closing months of the war, the lecturer 
pictured Gen. Lee in those days of storm 
and stress, when the destinies of his now 
conquered people were upheld by his 
firm hand atone. And then we saw him 
—after all that waste of blood, of sorrow 
and of hope—ino those clcsing hours ot 
the awful drama when the dying liberties 
of a nation gave up the ghost. It would 
be a rare privilege were we able to give 
verbatim the grand story the speaker 
told, avd to quote those noblest utter- 
ances of the noble dead, when he finally 
realized that his grand laber had been in 
vain; thatthe conquered banner must 
be “now furied forever.” Io no scenes 
of victory, of endeavor, or of deteat 
grandly sustained, does the Great Chief 
stand so clearly out trom the gloomy 
picture of our past, full panoplied in his 
true manhood and clothed in the white 
vestments of his pure patriotism. Touch- 
ingly alluding to the quiet but not less 
noble scenes, in which the hero of war 
proved himself indeed the hero of 
peace, his old comrade and then pastor 
stood with us by that death bed at 
which a sorrowing nation bowed its 
head. Suftice it to say thatthe des- 
cription given by the warrior Priest of 
that supreme moment was as nearly 
worthy of the scene as simple words 
might be Fit finale to the glorious life 


wasthe death of him who 
“While his country staggers ’neath the 
Cross, 
He rises with the Crown.”
